This book contains upwards of seven thou- 
sand words not found in the dictionary, but 
which, at the same time, appear necessary to 
render the dictionary complete ; and there- 
fore it is called the " Dictionary Appendix/^ 
The words run thus, " Infer, inferred, inferr- 
ing, 5 f the figure at the end refers to the 
fifth rule at the beginning of the work, 
which explains why the word is so spelled ; 
and these rules are so plain, that an unedu- 
cated person can understand them. 

Every one who has been accustomed to 
write a letter has felt the need of a work 
like the present; but as nothing of the kind 
was ever published, writers have been obliged 
to labour under continued inconvenience 
from the want of it. 

It is well known, that although the diction- 
aries contain the verbs, they do not give the 
participles ; and there is often so much diffi- 
culty in spelling them, that even persons- 
of good education frequently feel at a loss, 
and, for want of a book of reference, commit 
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themselves by misspelling them : as, for in- 
stance, the word or verb beg will be found in 
the dictionary, but not the participles begged, 
and begging, also the verb drop, but not 
dropped, nor dropping : and such are the 
difficulties in Enghsh orthography, that it 
sometimes requires more than ordinary skill 
in the art to determine in what cases the 
final consonant should and should not be 
doubled on adding ed or ing. To illustrate 
this, we select the word bloty which requires 
double ty as blotted, blotting; whilst in the 
verb blcmt the t is not doubled, but is written 
bloated, bloating : also in the word differ, the 
final consonant is not doubled, but is written 
differed, differing; whilst in the word defer 
(to delay) it is doubled, as deferred, deferr- 
iog. In the word abstract the final con- 
sonant is not doubled, as abstracted, ab- 
stracting; whilst in the word admit it is 
doubled, as admitted, admitting. Again, 
in the word distil, the consonant is doubled 
on adding ed or ing, as distilled, distilling ; 
but in the wwrd detail it is not doubled, but 
is written detailed, detailing. 

These terminations have sometimes proved 
so perplexing, that ladies and gentlemen of 
superior mental attainments, in writing their 
letters, would often have been delighted if at 
the moment they could have put their hand 
on a book of reference like the present, and 
been relieved fix)m the difficulty ; but for the 
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want of it they have been obliged to write 
the word almost at a guess, without any cer- 
tainty in their own minds as to its correct- 
ness. In this particular, then, the present 
work will be found invaluable ; for it im- 
parts a two-fold advantage : it not only gives 
the word properly spelled, but the reason is 
also annexed to every word why it is so 
spelled ; and there never has been yet any 
work published conveying this double infor- 
mation; so that a person accustomed to look 
out the words a few times only, and referr- 
ing to the rule at the beginning of the work, 
denoted by the figure annexed, wUl, in a few 
days, become so skilled in orthography as no 
longer to need the assistance.

SPELLING THE PARTICIPLES OF VERBS, AND SUCH 
WORDS AS ARE NOT FOUND IN DICTIONARIES. 



Note, — For the information of those who have 
not received a scholastic education, we observe 
that the vowels are a, 6, /, o, w, and y^ and also w 
when it ends a word or syllable, and that all the 
other letters in the alphabet are consonants. 

1st rule. 

All words ending with single e omit the e when 
ing is added ; as, abate abating, embrace embrac- 
ing, write writing. 

The following eight words are the only ex- 
ceptions, namely ; dye (to stain) dyeing^ eye 
eyeing^ hoe hoeing^ shoe shoeing ; singe singeing, 
swinge swingeing, springe springeing, and tinge 
tingeing; for without the e in these last four 
words, their sense would be ambiguous, as we have 
no other means of distinguishing the participles 
singing, swinging, springing, tinging, from the 
participles singeing, swingeing, springeing, and 
tingeing except by retaining the e, . 

Note. — As the above ride relating to verbs 
ending in e has no exception, save the eight words 
above-mentioned, it is not considered necessary 
to insert words of that class in this book. 
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2nd rule. 

Words ending with two consonants never double 
the last consonant on adding edor ing ; as, abstract 
abstracted abstracting, lament lamented lamenting, 
mourn mourned mourning. 

Note. — The above rule is without a single 
exception. 

3rd rule. 

Words ending with one consonant, preceded by 
two vowels, never double that consonant on adding 
ed or ing; as, clear cleared clearing, entail 
entailed entailing, wean weaned weaning. 

Note, — This rule has no exception. 

4th rule. 

All words of one syllable, ending with one 
consonant, preceded by one vowel, always double 
that consonant on adding ed or ing ; as, drop 
dropped dropping, spot spotted spotting, bar 
barred barring, beg begged begging. 

Note. — The above rule is without exception. 

5th rule. 

All words of more than one syllable, ending 
with one consonant, preceded by one vowel, and 
accented on the last syllable^ always double that 
consonant on adding ed or ing ; .as, all6t allotted 
allotting, infer inferred inferring, refsr referred 
referring, submit submitted submitting. 

Note. — This rule has no exception. 

6th rule. 
But words of the same kind as described in 
the preceding rule, not accented on the last syllable^ 
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do not double the last consonant on adding ed or 
ing ; as, ballot balloted balloting, differ differed 
differing, limit limited limiting, w6rship worshiped 
worshiping, q6arrel quarreled quarreling, inhabit 
inhabited inhabiting, emp^nnel empanneled em- 
panneling, c6vet coveted coveting, reason reasoned 
reasoning. 

Note, — The following words, however, are devi- 
ations that have been made by some of our best 
writers, though arbitrary and contrary to the rule, 
and that have been strictly condemned by Lowth, 
Walker, Webster, and Perry, as erroneous.

It should be observed that, although the fore- 
going are deviations from the rule which haye 
been adopted by some writers, yet they are liber- 
ties that ought not to be sanctioned, being directly 
opposed to orthographical rule and to proper ac- 
centuation — ^they are deviations without a reason. 

Dr. Lowth, in reference to these deviations, has 
justly remarked — " this error frequently tisikes 
place in the words worshipping^ counselling^ ^c, 
which, having the accent on the first syllable, 
ought to be written worshiping^ counseling^ ^c. 

And Walker says—" An ignorance of this rule 
has led many to write higotted for bigoted^ ^c, 
and from this speUing has frequently arisen a 
false pronunciation ; but no letter seems to be 
more frequently doubled improperly than I. Why 
we should write Ubelling^ levelling, revelling, and 
yet offering, suffering, reasoning, I am totally at 
a loss to determine.'' 

Dr. Webster thus condemns the practice : 
" Verbs ending in a single consonant not accented 
on the last syllable, ought not to double the final 
consonant in the derivatives. Thus limit, labor, 
charter, clatter, pardon, deliver, hinder, have for 
their derivatives limited, laboreth, chartered, par- 
doning, delivering, and hinder est. But, strange 
as it may seem, the rule is wholly neglected and 
violated in most of the words of this class end- 
'ing in Z, in which that consonant is doubled, in 
opposition to one of the oldest and best established 
rules in the language ; and I have endeavoured to 
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reduce these classes of words to a regular and 
uniform orthography. What should we say to a 
man who should write auditted, alterring, labor- 
reth, banterredf yet no good reason can be as- 
signed why the final consonant should not be 
doubled in these words as well as in hallotting^ 
cancelled, worshipping, apparelled, Sfc, The truth 
is, the syllable to be added is the usual termina- 
tion edj eth, or ing, and nothing more. And not 
less remarkable is the practice of doubling the 
last consonant in equalled and equalling, but not 
in the verb equalize ; and, to add to the inconsis- 
tency, the last consonant is sometimes doubled in 
tranquillize, a word in exact analogy with eqiuzl- 
ize" 

Mr. Perry, also, in his dictionary, lays down 
the rule for spelling such words in the same way 
as Dr. Webster. 

We think it right to observe that all consistent 
writers should give their decided opposition to 
this devious current in orthography. 

7th rule. 

All words ending with y preceded by a conso- 
nant, retain the y on adding ing ; as, spy spying, 
deny, denying; but when ed is added, the t/ is 
changed into i; as, spy spied, deny denied ; and 
when s is added, the y is changed into ie ; as, spy 
spies, deny denies. 

Note, — This rule is without a single exception. 

8th rule. 
Words ending with y preceded by another 
vowel, on adding ed, ing, or s, do not change the 
1/ into i; as, delay delayed delaying delays, annoy 
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annoyed annoying annoys; save only the four 
following words; lay laid, pay paid, say said, 
affi-ay afraid. 

9th rule. 

All words ending in ie change the ie into 7/ on 
adding ing ; as vie vying, die dying, lie lying, 
tie tying. 

Note. — This rule has no exception. 

10th rule. 

Words ending with a double letter, or with a, 
o, or Wy always retain the same on adding ed or 
ing ; as, call called calling, agree agreed agreeing ; 
huzza huzzaed huzzaing; echo echoed echoing, 
allow allowed allowing. 

Note. — The above rule is without exception. 



The foregoing rules are all that relate to the 
verbs and participles in this Appendix ; but as the 
plural of nouns and the degrees of adjectives are 
not found in dictionaries, the rules for spelling 
them, although not strictly appertaining to this 
work, are inserted in this place merely for guid- 
ance in the art, and are as follow : — 

11th rule. 
The plural of nouns is formed by adding s to 
the singular ; as, hand hands, spoonful spoonfuls, 
horse horses. 

12th rule. 
Nouns which end with «, 5S, ch soft, sh, a?, /, o, 
and ooj form their plurals by taking es, excepting 
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those ending with lo ; as, James Jameses, mass 
masses, church churches, sash sashes, rabbi, 
rabbies, alkali alkalies, potato potatoes, calico 
calicoes, cuckoo cuckooes. The following are the 
only justifiable exceptions to the rule : embryos, 
nuncios, borachios (drunkards), pistachios (pistich 
nuts), seraglios, olios, oglios, braggadocios, folios. 
Note, — AU such words as junto, tyro, solo, 
quarto, octavo, duodecimo, should be conformed 
to the rule and spelled thus : juntoes, tyroes, 
soloes, quartoes, octavoes, duodecimoes, like car- 
goes, echoes, embargoes, porticoes, tornadoes, 
bravadoes, inuendoes, volcanoes, negroes, heroes, 
mottoes, grottoes, stilettoes. 

13th rule. 
All names or nouns ending with 7/ when pre- 
ceded by a consonant form their plurals by chang- 
ing 7/ into ies; as, Henry Henries, Mary Maries, 
cherry cherries, lady ladies, fly flies ; but if a, e, 
or precedes the y, then the plural is formed by 
adding s only ; as holiday holidays, valley valleys, 
attorney attorneys, joy joys, buoy buoys. 

14th rule. 
Adjectives ending with t/ preceded by a con- 
sonant form their degrees of comparison by chang- 
ing the t/ into i; as, early earlier earliest, merry 
merrier merriest, happy happier happiest. But if 
a or precedes the t/ the 1/ is not changed ; as, 
gay gayer gayest, coy coyer coyest. But nouns 
and adjectives ending with y, upon taking ishj isnij 
or itCj do not change the t/ ; as, dry dryish, tory 
toryism, Derby Derbyite ; and the y is always 
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omitted on adding ist, as votary votarist, except 
the word copy, which may be written either 
copist or copyist. 

15th rule. 
All adjectives ending with a single consonant 
preceded by a single vowel, double the last con 
sonant on adding er, estj or ish ; as hot hotter 
hottest, thin thinner thinnest. But if two vowels 
precede, the consonant remains single ; as, sweet 
sweeter sweetest. 
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Note that some few verbs and their participles are omitted, it being 
considered impossible that there can be any difficulty in spellbig them ; 
such as the verbs rush, mix, perplex, kc. 

Observe that the flgores at the end of the words refer to the roles at 
the b^inning of this work. 

Also observe that all verbs ending with e are omitted in this work, as 
the only dUfficulty in spelling them is on adding ing, when the e is in* 
variably omitted, except in Uie eight words mentioned in Rule 1.
